that the Simplon tunnel, a little bver 
twelve miles under the mountains is 
completed. 
The necessity for a tunnel under 
the Alps to expedite railway traffic 
between Italy and Switzerland was 
recog nized for many years before any 
g overnment had the courag e to face 
so g reat an eng ineering adventure. 
On Dec. 21, 18 9 6 , however, the federal 
assembly at Berne and the senate at 
Rome ratified the Simplon tunnel 
convention. 
By the terms of the 
treaty 
Italv 
was 
to contribute 
9 1,000,000 to the cost of the under­ 
taking , Switzerland 
$3,000,000, and 
the J ury Slmplon railway company (a 
Swiss corporation) $10,000,000. Thus 
the total cost of the tunnel orig inally 
was estimated at 9 14,000,000. 
The 
Swiss end of the tunnel was to beg in 
at Brieg , in the Rhone valley, and the 
Italian end at lselle.

The Professor with all his ancient 
lore is lame in theological reasoning. 
What if Ingersoll, Payne, Voltaire, 
and the rest, were honest, moral, just 
men? What if all the indildels bad 
good Impulses? 
Is not the road to 
hell paved with gocd Intentions?” 
The Professor has much acquired 
learning, and is up on history, liter­ 
ature and the sciences, but as to 
fcheoiogy he shoo let read Iludibras, 
who nearly three hundred years ago 
said— 
“ What inaks all doctrine plalntand clear. 
About two hundred pounds a year.. 
And th at which was proved true before 
Prove false again—two hundred more. 1 


The evangelist comes to

As to the.m atter of Hades, whether 
it exists or not, we are not now 
desirous of taking part in the con­ 
tention, remembering that 
"One may be damned

gr ap h , we must not be considered as

Graphite or Plumbago I* I'scni la 
Them, hut No Lead. 
Lead pencils are not mad e of lead . 
The first pencils were lead and had a 
right to the name. A stick of lead was 
originally u sed for mak ing mark s u pon 
paper and wood . 
The name has been 
retained , thou gh tod ay all the pencils 
are filled with graphite or plu mbago. 
This mineral is rather scarce, for it is 
fou nd in bu t few places—Cu mberland , 
England ; along the Lu u rentian ranges, 
in the prov ince of Qu ebec, and at Ti- 
cond eroga, Vt. 
Nowad ay s the mineral is tak en from 
the mines in the lu mp au d carried to 
the red u cing mill, where it is pu lv erized 
In stamp mills u nd er water. This d u st 
Is collected , pack ed iu barrels au d sent 
to the factories, where thou sand s of 
pencils are mad e ev ery d ay . This pu l­ 
v erized graphite is so fine that it is 
really d u st, d ingy in color au d smooth 
and oily to tlie^ tou ch. It is d iv id ed in­ 
to v ariou s grad es of fineness by floating 
it on water from one tank to another. 
The coarse d u st sink s to the bottom 
of the first tank , the nex t finer to the 
bottom of the*second tank , and so on 
d own the line, the finest powd er for the 
finest pencils settling iu the lu st tank . 
Different grad es of pencils, from v ery 
soft to ex tra hard , are obtained by mix ­ 
ing the graphite with German pipe­ 
clay , which is floated in a series of 
tank s in the same way . 
The finest 
clay Is mix ed with the finest graphite, 
being grou nd together with stones, and 
the hard ness of the pencils is secu red 
by increasing the proportion of clay in 
the mix tu re. 
After the graphite and 
clay are mix ed together the mix tu re is 
pu t in canv as bags and the water is 
sq u eezed ou t by menu s of a hy d rau lic 
press, leav ing a mass the consistency of 
pu tty . The plaster is then placed in a 
forming press, which is a small iron 
cy lind er in which a solid plu nger or 
piston work s u p and d own. 
A steel 
plate hav ing a hole the size and shape 
of the “lead ” is pu t u nd er the open end 
of the cy lind er, and the plu nger,'press­ 
ing d own, forces the graphite throu gh 
the hole, mak ing a continu ou s thread or 
wire of graphite. 
As long as this thread is moist it is 
pliable, bu t when d ry it becomes brittle 
and mu st be hand led rapid ly . It Is cu t 
into three lead lengths and straightened 
in a cru cible ov er a coal fire. When 
tak en from the cru cible the lead is 
read y for the wood , which Is pine for 
cheap pencils au d ced ar for the more 
ex pensiv e ones. 
When the strips of 
wood are receiv ed at the factory they 
are ru n throu gh a machine which cu ts 
In each six groov es, rou nd or sq u are, 
and at the same time smooths the face 
of the wood . 
The filling of the strips is d one by 
girls. The first girl tak es a groov ed 
strip of wood in her left hand and a 
bu nch of lead s in her right. She spread s 
the lead s ou t in fan shape and with 
one mov ement fills the six groov es 
with lead . 
The nex t girl tak es the 
filled strips and q u ick ly lay s ou anoth­ 
er groov ed strip which has been coated 
with hot glu e by a third . The filled and 
groov ed strips are piled one u pon an­ 
other and pu t in a press to d ry . The 
end s of the strips are ev ened off u nd er 
a sand paper wheel, and then the strips 
are fed into a machine which cu ts 
theiy u p into ind iv id u al pencils, shapes 
and d eliv ers them smooth and read y 
for the color and polish. The coloring 
is d one with liq u id d y es, after which 
the pencils are sent throu gh the v ar­ 
nishing machine.—New York Herald .

Moreov er, the great pal­ 
aces are shown to hav e b&n poor af­ 
fairs after all, with wretched ly cramp­ 
ed apartments and nex t to no preten­ 
sions to architectu ral sty le, and the 
tempi« ? were ex ceed ingly cru d e bu ild ­ 
ings.”

Mainly Depend« on the 
Shown In the Stone« . 
Veins of opals are u su ally mot with 
in soft formations where nothing abov e 
grou nd ind icates their presence. The 
search for them, therefore, often re­ 
q u ires consid erable time. Bu t it is not 
ex tremely d ifficu lt, for opals are gener­ 
ally fou nd near the su rface. Ind eed , It 
was thou ght for a long time that they 
were not to be fou nd as d eep as twelv e 
feet below the su rface. This opinion 
has, howev er, giv en way in the light of 
ev id ence, becau se opals of great v alu e 
hav e been d iscov ered at a d epth of fifty 
feet. 
The v alu e of opals d epend s u pon sev ­ 
eral consid erations, of which the prin­ 
cipal one is the color. It is important 
that they shou ld be bright and not pre-. 
sent streak s or spots alternating with 
u ncolored su bstance. The most v alu a­ 
ble are those which hav e red fires or 
mix tu res of red and y ellow, blu e and 
green. Opals of u single tint are of lit­ 
tle v alu e u nless the tint is particu larly 
strik ing and the figu re beau tifu l. In­ 
d eed one of the essential q u alities of 
the opal Is the arrangement of the fig­ 
u re, which sets off strik ingly the hu e of p 
the stone. 
When the figu re is q u ite regu lar and 
d istinct it is the more v alu able, mu ch 
less so when the grain Is q u ite small 
and Irregu lar. Sometimes the color ap­ 
pears as a single blaze or with figu res 
regu larly spaced . It may then be of a 
fine ru by red and is mu ch sou ght after, 
bu t oftenest the u niform tint Is only 
green or red d ish and has bu t little bril­ 
liancy . 
The cu tting is v ery important for the 
opal. Thu s a thick stone will be mu ch 
less beau tifu l than a thin stone, which, 
on losing part of its v olu me, loses also 
the figu re. The fou nd ation tint contrib­ 
u tes mu ch to the beau ty . It ou ght to 
be transparent, slightly milk y and har­ 
monize fu lly with the d ifferent reflec­ 
tions of the opal, which, when it is real­ 
ly beau tifu l, presents a v ariety of hu es 
infinitely pleasing to the ey e.—Jewelers’ 
Circu lar-Week ly .
